Introduction 


Over Ше last few weeks, | have had the real pleasure of working with a group of third year Acting students at 
The Arden School of Theatre on Brand New Ancients. The brief I was given was to find something that they 
could all get their teeth into that would also provide them with the opportunity to use the skills they have been 
learning in their movement and voice classes and that encouraged them to work as an ensemble. After spending 
some time searching for a text, | became frustrated as everything that | was thinking of would inevitably mean 
that some people got larger parts and some people would have next to nothing. Then I remembered Brand New 
Ancients. | saw it over 10 years ago and it blew me away. I left with an energy that has informed my practice 
as an artist ever since - determined to tell human stories with grit and grace and to feel brave enough to be 
myself. I have taken this ethos with me everywhere. It was formative and defining for me. | thought it was the 
perfect fit for these 30 young people - it challenges them as story tellers to find a comfort in being themselves, 
it gives them the opportunity to consider complexity and remain open and empathetic celebrating the brilliance 
of people and acknowledging the messiness. It allows them to level up technically and deliver an epic story with 
huge thoughts and to take up space in doing so. And it’s a real genuine challenge taking something written for 
one person and splitting it over multiple people. What they have made is full of heart and the care they are 
taking over the characters and the more difficult elements of the story is just brilliant. It’s also been amazing to 
see them resonating with the thoughts and words that became so important to me and my peers 10 years ago. | 
have enjoyed this process so much and am delighted for them to share it with you all.
